FOOD TICKETS. 


——— 


OUERIES IN FORM: JUSTICE'S 
SUGGESTION 
(BEFORE JR. CUSSEN.) 

Richard Gavin, a young married man of 
the labouring class, with an address in Lower 
Gloucester street, was charged with obtain- 
ing food tickets from the Dublin Union 
Commissioners by false pretences. 

Mr. T. J. Greene (Messrs. Roger Greene 
and Sons), for the Commissioners, said that 
the defendant applied to them in January 
last for relief, representing that he was out 
of work and ‘destitute. Kelief was granted 
in food tickets, and it then turned out that 
the defendant had been working since 
October last for a man in Coolock. 

Detective Cryan gave evidence that the 
defendant. made and signed a statement, in 
which he said that he was employed as an 
agricultural labourer. He applied to the 
Commissioners for relief and got six food 
tickets. He drew three of the tickets him- 
self, and the others were drawn for him by 
another man. He gave the six tickets to his 
wife, who got pads for them. He thought 
that he was entitled to some relief, as his 
money was small—£1 a week. 

The defendant’s employer, in a statement, 
said that the defendant started to work for 
him-in October last, and had been constantly 
employed since. 

An official of the Commissioners proved 
that the defendant had applied for and re- 
ceived relief, stating that he was unem- 
ployed. : 

The Justice said that he may not quite 
sure that Gavin knew he was doing wrong 
in ap lying for relief. The form which he had 
to fl was so arranged that a man in his posi- 
tion might easily be misled. He would sug- 
gest a “change in the particular query to 
which he referred, He applied the Probation 
Act, 


THIEF’S OVERSIGHT.

RETURNED KEYS LEAD TO 
ARREST. 


James McCann, a middle-aged man, of no 
business and no fixed residence, was charged 
with the larceny from the surgeons’ room 
of the Richmond Hospital of an overcoat, 
value £5, the property of Dr. Cleary. 

McCann denied either stealing or pawn- 
ing the coat. 

The Justice said that McCann had made a 
very clever defence; so clever that he could 
not have been convicted if Detective Kina- 
han had not preserved the envelope in which 
some keys that were in the pocket of the 
coat were returned by post to Dr. Cleary. 
The handwriting on the envelope was 
McCann’s 

The recérds showed a large number of con- 
victions against McCann for larceny, and one 
sentence of penal servitude, Eight of his 
convictions were for stealing coats. 

He. was now sentenced to six months’ 
prisonment, with hard labour,

He was a captain of militia when, at 
the age of twenty-six, he entered the 
House of Commons. He appears to have 
consulted his uncle, Lord Salisbury, upon 
his choice of a career. 

' Why not go-into Parliament?’’ Lord 
Salisbury suggested, and offered him his 
pocket borough of Hertford. It was -in 
that way that Arthur James Balfour 
sauntered into the House of Commons in 
1874. 

His parliamentary début synchronised 
with the opening of Disraeli’s second 
Premiership, and’ he had the opportunity 
of studying the great Tory statesman’s 
methods of handling the House of 
Commons. 

For eleven years the young man lounged 
on the benches of the House of Commons. 
speaking rarely, but ever watching and 
ever indulging in philosophical reflection 
on men and things. : 


preserved 
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His first speech was on the uninspiring 
topic of bi-metallism, and “the first 
measure he undertook to pilot through 
the House was the Burials Bill. 

Balfour accompanied his uncle and 
Lord Beaconsfield to the Berlin Congress 
of 1878, and had some small share in 
their triumph when the British statesmen 
returned bearing ‘‘ Peace with honour.”

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HIS WORK IN IRELAND.

THREE YEARS AS CHIEF 
SECRETARY. i 

It can. be truly. said that the first real 
step in Mr. Balfour's brilliant career was 
taken -when he was appointed to the Chief 
Secretaryship of Ireland—a position that 
had proved so often the political grave- 
yard of established careers. 

When Lord Salisbury, his uncle, be- 
came Premier for the second time in 1886, 
Mr. Balfour was appointed in the July of 
that year as Secretary for Scotland. 

On the 8th of the following. March the late 
Sir . Mic’ ae! Hicks-Beach (afterwards Lord 
St. Aldwyn), Chief Secretary for Ireland, re- 
signed in consequence of an acute affliction 
of the eves, and the appointment of, asr. 
Balfour to the vacant post caused universal 
astonis.ment

Yet. Quetzaleoatl—thus he was named by 
the Aztecs—must have possessed qualitics 
not usually found among Vikings. It is 
remarkable that when, in later years, the 
Aztec Pantheon had attained its full! 
complement of Moloch-like deities, the 
worship of Quetzalcoati was mildness 
itself when compared, for instance, with 
that the savage LTluitaelopochtir. 
Indeed, he was regarded as a Messiah 
who would bring back with him an ace 
of peace; an idea wholly foreign to the 
warlike Aztecs of the reign of the kecond 
Montezuma. 

At the same time when the Aztecs 
settled at Tenochtitian the other | tribes 
that had taken part in the great mMigra- 
tion to the south spread over the whole of 
modern Mexico, which previously had 
owned Maya and Toltec civilisations. 
Slowly the greater vigour of the Aztecs 
enabled them to extend their sway over 
the other tribes, although to a large extent 
these were allowed to retain their peculiar 
systems of government, which varied more 
than might have been supposed among 
such peoples. Tlascala, which lay between 
Tenochtitlan and the sea, was especially 
remarkable; for its govermment in’ the 
main was republican. 


THE POLITY OF ANAHUAC., 


From the time of fhe first Montezuma 
till the arrival of Cortes Tenochtitlan 
enjoyed her greatest power, It is true 
that revolts of the subject peoples of 
Anahuac—as the whole confederation was 
called—-were frequent; but, on the whole, 
these ebullitions were welcomed by the 
ventral authority, since they provided an 
excuse for the Aztecs’ favourite pastime 
of war and contributed holocausts of 
vaptives for the altars of Tenochtitlan. 
‘ow religions, except, perhaps, that of 
the Phoenicians, have been more blood- 
thirsty. Huitzelopochtli, especially, was 
insatiable in his thirst for human blood, 
and his devotees, in their anxiety to do 
him honour, allowed his appetite to handi- 
cap them in battle.

Curran, on returning from Court, per- 
ceived this worthy hard at work, with a 
group of idlers round him. The ‘‘cobbler’’ 
nodded to him, called out “ How are you, 
Jack?’ and went on with his work. 

Curran immediately despatched a 
servant for the spendthrift, to whom he 
talked at length. As a result, the show- 
board was taken down, the stall removed, 
and the lawyer vowed that he would 
never again turn cobbler.

Í Viscount, Arthur Wellesley, born in 1769, 


who became so famons as a soldier. I 
have already stated that he was born at 
Dublin, and there are strong grounds for 
the assumption. There is, however, some 
doubt on the point, and it has been 
claimed that he first saw the light of day 
at Dangan Castle. The point. will, 
probably, mow never be finally cleared, 
and it is, perhaps, sufficient for the day 
that we can be certain that he was born 
in Ireland. 

The famous soldier is, of course, best 
remembered by his military exploits, but, 
it may be noted, that he was for a time 
Member of Parliament for Trim, and, tn 
1807, was appointed Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, The present Duke was three 
years of age when his illustrious grand-

| Craffic Control in Belfast. 


A correspondent writes;—Much interest 
has been aroused in Belfast by the instal- 
lation of the first automatic traffic control. 
The control consists of three colours—red 
for “‘ Stop,” yellow for “ Caution ” or 
‘* Delay,”’ green for ‘‘ Go ahead,” just as 
in the Glasgow automatic control and 
those in America. The control is working 
with success during the day at the corners 
of Ann street and Victoria street (it is 
cut off at night), and I am told that auto- 
matic controls are likely to be installed 
at the main crossings of the city. The 
design of New York, with its right-angle 
crossings of two streets, is eminently 
suited for such control, but many junc- 
tions of streets in Belfast present great 
difficulties because of their irregular 
angles. It is hard to imagine an auto- 
matic control working efficiently at, for 
instance, Castle Junction. Possibly we 
may see here a semi-automatic system 
controlled from a “ tower,”’ such as is 
used in Fifth avenue, where the traffic is 
heaviest, or possibly a system like that in 
use in Manchester.

Second Sight. 


The mysterious faculty of second sight 
has always puzzled the learned. As its 
name implies, it betokens the ability to 
see a world other than this world of sense 
visible to us all—-the world of spirits. 
But, strange to say, the possessors of this 
peculiar gift cannot command visions; 
these come and go uncontrolled by the 
within doors and without, sitting 
and standing, at night and by day, what- 
ever their employment. 

Our Irish fetch may be considered as 
a manifestation of second sight. 
fetch is supposed to be a mere shadow, 
resembling in stature, features and dress 
a living person, and often mysteriously 
or suddenly seen by a very particular 
friend. If it appears in the morning, 4 
happy old aye of the original is con- 
fidently predicted ; but if it ts seen in the 
evening, immediate death for the living 
protctype is anticipated.

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Byron and Ireland. 


| have just been reading an interesting 
pamphlet, writes a correspondent, entitled 
“A Voice from the Grave,”’ ** Lord 
Byron on Ireland,” and published at Kil- 
mainham in 1887, It contnins an 
imaginary account of a spiritualistic 
géance, in Which the ghost of Lord Byron 
holds forth on the wrongs of Ireland, and 
eventually presents to the assembly a 
collection of all the passages in his works 
dealing with this country, “ The Irish 
Avatar,”’ a satirical poem at the expense 
of King George TV. and his visit to Ire- 
land in 1821, which is rarely to be found 
in the collected editions of Byron, is here 
civen in full, together with several 
extracts from his speeches in favour of 
Catholic Emancipation delivered in the 
House of Lords, ‘‘ The Irish Avatar ’”’ 
does not add much to Byron’s reputation 
as a poet; but his politics were always of 
the extreme type; he had no sympathy 
with compromise, and denounces 
O'Connell as well as Castlereagh in these 
verses. For Grattan he had unqualified 
admiration, and on one occasion he told 
Medwin that if cireumstances had been 
otherwise he might have become an active 
participant in the Irish struggle. The 
pamphlet in question appears to be a piece 
of propaganda intended as an attack on 
one of the Coercion Acts.

THE NORTHERN 
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MEMBERS AND PAY 
OF OFFICIALS. 
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WHY THE POLICE ARE 
ARMED.

In the Northern House of Commons yester- 
day the Minister of Finance (the Right Hon. 
H. M. Pollock) moved a vote on account for 
£2,319,900, which will enable the Govern- 
ment to continue the ordinary services of the 
State for a period of about three months. 

Colonel Gordon (Unionist, East Down) and 
that he wished to discuss the policy of the 
Government in increasing the substantial 
scale of pay for the permanent secretaries of 
the sv cious Government departments. He 
wishea to protest against this policy and the 
manner in which it had been carried out, In 
June, 1929, they passed the estimates, and 
he saw no reference in Hansard or any hint 
of these inereases, and yet three months 
later—in October—the increases were made. 
This seemed, in his opinion, to be a lack of 
candour on the part of the Government, and 
the House should have been informed when 
these increases were made in October. There 
was at present considerable trade depression, 
and there was no reason for making these 
increases. He thought that these officials 
were amply paid when they remembered that 
their area was about the size of Yorkshire, 
with a population of one and three-quarter 
million, or three per cent. of that of Great 
Britain. He suggested that a committee of 
the House should be set up to consider this 
matter before. the estimates were submitted. 

GOVERNMENT EXPENDITURE. 

Moving that the estimate be reduced by 
£100, Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) declared that 
money spent on the political heads of depart- 
ments was wrongly spent. Expenditure, he 
said, must be in accordance with Ulster’s 
economic conditions. <A special committee 
should inquire into the cost of departments 
and report back to the House. He accused 
the Government of devoting money to pur- 
poses for which it was not intended. 
Spending money on buildings, fdfnishing and 
fittings at FI was Regge sara oe 
nll buildings should now be properly equi 
for another ten years, He’ chic gud “ts Go. 
vernment with giving printing contracts to 
the Belfast Evening Telegraph, which, he 
said, they controlled, and for the purpose of 
putting only the Government aspect before 
the public. 

Mr. Moles (Deputy Speaker) said that to 
make that discussion an oceasion for an 
attack on a paper would be an abuse of the 
proceedings of the House.

Mr. Beattie said that the Government

Proceeding, Mr. Beattie said that the 
Minister of Labour ‘‘was not fit for his 
job,” because he had not issued regulations 
under the Unemployment Act recently 
passed, 

“It is my duty to follow Great Britain 
in connection with administration as well as 
legislation,” declared the Minister of Labour 
(Mr. Andrews), ‘‘ Reculations have not 
yet been issued in Great Britain.”’ 

Mr. Beattie retorted: “That is my 
argument. He is not fit for his job; and 
must depend on the Socialist Government in 
Great Britain.”” With regard to the estah 
lishment of reciprocity between North and 
South in regard to unemployment benefit, 
declared that the South was going to 
prove that the Northern Minister of Labour 
was wrong when he said that’ they could not 
make such arrangements, for the South was 
going to get recognition from Great Britain, 
and when they got it from Great Britain the 
North would have to follow. 

MINISTER'S STATEMENT. 

The Minister of Finance (Mr. Pollock), refer- 
ring to the increase of. salaries to permanent 
officials, said that when the Government was 
established it was suggested by the British 
Treasury that the permanent head of the 
Various departments should have a salary of 
£1,500 to £2.000, but he (Mr. Pollock) stood 
firm for £1,200 to £1.500, with the exception 
of the head of the Ministry of Finance, Sir 
Ernest Clark, one of the most distinguished 
civil servants and one of the best friends that 
Cister ever had. It was now nine years 
since these salayies were fixed, and he con- 
tended that the officials were entitled to a 
small increase, 

He thought that Mr. Beattie should be 
the last to criticise expenditure on public 
buildings, where those whom Mr. Beattie 
claimed to represent were employed, and he 
thought it would be an unpleasant day for 
them, from a labour point of view, when 
those bhnrildines were completed. 

THE INCREASED ESTIMATES. 

Mr. P. O'Neill (Nationalist, Mourne), 
wanted to know where the £1,200,000 increase 
in the estimates next year would come irom, 
Industry, he said, was never in a .worse 
plight. Did it not seem strange that the ex- 
ports of butter from the Free State had in- 
creased, while butter exports from Northern 
Ireland were reduced to less than one-half of 
what they were ten years ago. What was the 
policy of the Prime Minister, he asked, to 
justify an increase of £1,200,000. 

Sir Edward Archdale, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, said that his Ministry could not be 
blamed for the cheap price of eggs, because 
Northern Ireland eggs were fetching the 
highest price in England. When farmers sold 
their cows for good prices they could not ex- 
pect that butter or milk would be as plentiful 
as it would be otherwise. They claimed 
credit for increasing the milk yield in some 
places by over one hundred gallons per cow. 

Major McCormick (Unionist) said the in- 
crease in salaries referred to was in a sense 
irregular, As n matter of principle the pre- 
sent was not the proper time to raise salaries, 
and he thought that officials had ample 
salaries at present. 

Mr, R. Crawford (Unionist) protested 
against increases of salaries being given with- 
out the matter coming before the House. 

THE PRIME MINISTER'S MOLIDAY. 

Mr. Cahir Healy (Nationalist) said that he 
was glad to see the Prime Minister back after 
his extended holiday looking hale and hearty. 
He would like to know if the Prime Minis- 
ter’s mental and political outlook had under- 
gone as much improvement as he had gained 
physically, He was not surprised that 
the Prime Minister said that Ulster was a 
good Ea to live in, l he (Mr. Healy 
had the same salary and hours of iabout 
as the Prime Minister, he would regard 
Ulster as a vety good place to live in, too, 
The farmers and labourers did not at present 
regard it as a good place to live in.

“WE DO NOT BELIEVE THAT.” 

The end of Paragraph 55 of the Report was 
to the efiect that any law hereafter made by 
the Parliament of the United Kingdom should 
extend to no Dominion otherwise than at the 
request and with the consent of that Domi- 
nion. Certain Dominions believed that from 
their point of view there was value in leaving 
with the British Parliament, by their con- 
sent, the power to pass laws for them at their 
request and with their consent. 

“We do not believe that is right,” said 
Mr. McGilligan, ‘‘ and we know that it is un- 
constitutional at the moment in relation ta 
this State.’ : 

It would be quite impossible as matters 
now were, he continued, that this State 
should request, or consent, to the British 
Parliament passing laws that would hereafter 
bind this country. The only way in which 
they could take for themselves the provisions 
of any Jaws passed by the British Parliament 
—if they were acceptable—was to pass 
through the Oireachtas legislation, which had 
previously passed in Westminster 

DOMINION PARLIAMENTS’ POWERS. 

At one stage of the Conference proceedings 
it had become clear to everybody that the 
result, so far, of the Conference could be 
summed up in the phrase that the powers of 
the Parliaments of any of the Dominions 
were equal to the powers of the Parliament 
of the United Kingdom, that they were 
subject to no limitations and were not within 
the powers of the United Kingdom. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.)—Is that 
in the report ? 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—Yes, in paragraph 
fifty-seven, in which it is stated: ‘‘ If the 
above recommendations are adopted, the 
acquisition by the Parliaments of the 
Deminions of full legislative powers will 
follow as a necessary consequence.’’ I- do 
not think it is asserted that any country has 
more than full legislative powers. 

The Report (the Minister went on) recom- 
mended that “ inagsmach as the Crown is the 
symbol of the free association of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations and as they are 
united by a common allegiance to the Crown 
it would be in accord with the established 
constitutional position of all the members of 
the Commonwealth in relation to one 
another that any alteration in the law 
touching the succession to the Throne or 
Royal style and title shall hereafter require 
the assent as well of all the Parliaments of 
the Dominions as of the Parliament of the 
United Kingdom ” 

THE CROWN. 

Heretofore the position had been, with re- 
gard to the succession to the Throne, that. 
theoretically, that power rested with the 
Parliament of the United Kingdom. The 
agreed recommendation came to this: that 
each of them would, by constitutionally func- 
tioning, impose upon the rest a control which, 
while technically absent, was, in fact, always 
present in the relation te the Uniied King- 
dom Parliament, to the Throne and to the 
Royal style and title. 

Nationality from now on was going te 
have one of the two meanings it heretofore 
had. The nationality hereafter of this State, 
if they passed certain legislation, world mean 
that the person whom they admitted (5 the 
rights of citizenship in this State, under what- 
ever conditions, was a citizen. It would de- 
pend entirely upon the wishes of the Oireach- 
tas. Whoever was called a “ national ” of 
this State under the laws of the Oireachtas 
carried with him all the benefits of that 
citizenship wherever he went. 

MERGANTILE MARINE. 

In regard to merchant shipping, the new 
position would be that each Dominion would, 
amongst its other powers, have full and com. 
plete legislative authority over all ships while 
within its territorial waters, or engaged in 
its coasting trade, and also over its own 
registered ships, both intra-territorially and 
extra-territorially. 

They would get the same position in the 
future with regard to shipping as they had 
got with regard to nationals. Everything as 
far as the Free State shipping was concerned 
was a matter for that Parliament. 

Various matters were referred to in the 
report as matters upon which the Conference 
recoguised uniformity of legislation. It «id 
not say that uniformity was essential, but 
that it was desirable. 

The old unitary system of central Govern- 
ment by the old Parliament of the United 
Kingdom had definitely departed. It had 
come to an end, and was now definitely re 
garded as obsolete.

OBJECTION TO POWER OF 
PRIVY CUNCIL. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin, N.) said that 
his party looked upon the Report, and the 
various recommendations it contained. from a 
different point of view from that of theMinister 

They did not recognise the status that had 
been forced upon them, and, therefore, when 
any agreement was come to that brought 
them closer to the other members of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, or ta 
England. any agreement that made the work 
ing of that community smoother and tended 
in the direction of endeavouring to satisfy 
their people with the present status they 
could not say that they were satisfied to go 
on in that direction, 

Thev were by no means satisfied with the 
Dominion status of the Irish Free State or 
with the partition of Ireland. While the 
matters dealt with in the report were in- 
teresting they were relatively unimportant. 

They might have, as the Minister had said, 
consequences of far-reaching importance for 
the British Commonwealth of Nations, but 
to his party the major problem was Ireland's 
independence, breaking away out of the 
Commonwealth and getting a proper status 
for the country. 


THE UNITY OF IRELAND. 
It was satisfactory to them to hear the 
Minister state that he had assisted in the 
removal of the old imperial control, and they 
hoped that he would go further and remove 
the control over the Six Counties, and enable 
them to restore the unity of Iveland which 
he (the Minister) had assisted in breaking. 
There were Jrish nationalists stil] in the 
country to whom the status of a Dominion 
in the. British Commonwealth gave ne 
pleasure. So. fer as Fianna Fail were con- 
cerned Deminion status was the thing which 
they wanted to get rid of, as soon as they 
could, and all that implied, even ineluding 
the progress that the Minister said had been 
made. Their reading of this report was 
coverned by the point of view that they 
were not of their own choice, not of their 
own free will a Dominion of the British 
Commonwealth. They did not want to be 
associated with them un any such terms 
Continuing. Mr. O'Kelly said, that there 
was one verticular matter which he thought

FREE STATE NAVY? 

The final matter which he wished to refer 
to was the Naval Disarmament Conference, 
and he wanted to know the position of the 
Irish Free State im connection with that 
Conference. 

The ACTING SPEAKER (Professor Thrift) 
ruled this matter outside the scope of the 
subject under discussion. 


THE LABOUR VIEWPOINT. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo, N.) 
thought that they should not be asked 
formally to approve of a report of this size 
and importance without having had full 
opportunity of discussing and considering it. 
There were several recommendations, and the 
Minister asked them to approve of the lot 
in globo. They might approve of some of 
them, and not of others. He thought that 
if there was to be a formal ratification such 
as the Minister asked for, the recommenda. 
tions should be taken one by one. 

They (the Labour Party) had always taken 
the view that the Treaty and the Constitution 
gave them full equality, and that the question 
of removal of anomalies that existed in other 
Dominions did not apply here. The Conie- 
rence asked Britain to do certain things, and 
there. was the implication that it was 
necessary for the Free State s status that such 
things should be done by the Parliament of 
Great Britain. He did not agree with that. 

He thought that there was in this report 
a tendency to lessen the status, which they 
maintamed had been given to them as the 
result of the establishment of the Free State.

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that the recom-

REMARKABLE HAPPENINGS. 

Professor O’'SULLIVAN, Minister ior 
Education, said that it ought to be declared 
that neither in 1926 nor in 1929 did they 
send delegates to the Imperial Conference to 
negotiate a new Treaty, or to repudiate the 
existing one. It was their business to see 
what development was taking place, and 
that it took place in the right direction. 
Was it to be contended that a good under- 
standing between members of the Common- 
wealth was not desirable? 

There were in 1929 two, remarkable 
happenings—the signing of the Optional 
Clause, and a particular line that the Irish 
Free State took up. They had exercised 
their full independence. They had done it 
without reservations, and where reservations 
were put in by other members of the British 
Commonwealth, he would ask Deputies to 
examine both the reservations and the 
declarations made at the time. They con- 
tained very interesting applications to their 
Status. 

Any hesitation in giving approval to the 
report showed uo very great faith in the 
strength of Irish nationalism. On a matter 
like this they could not take up a position

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| of having a definite attitude, and he asked

“A BIG TRIUMPH.” 

He did not like the tendency, because 1t 
was wrong and politically unsound, of 
always belittling anything they got, of 
belittling agreements and of examining them 
with a fearful eye as to what would occur, 
regardless of the fact that policy of a similar 
kind had previously heen proved to be en- 
tirely without foundation. This report was 
a big triumph for that principle of non- 
subordination that was clearly enunciated 
in the document report of 1926.

There was nothing in the report to sngges! 
that they wore subject to England, any 
more than that England was subject to 
them. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.) said that 
it was obvious from the speeches of the 
Ministers for External Affairs and Education 
that the recommendations in the repcrt were 
capable of an infinite number of definitions. 
If the Treaty were broke, it merely ceased 
to be operative; for there was no penalty 
provided for breaking it. 

“ CO-EQUALITY ALL HUMBUG.” 

If, according to the 1926 Declaration, al 
the mambers of the British Commonwealth 
were co-equal, the Parliament of Great 
Britain had no legal powers over a Dominion. 
and no right io extend the powers of a 
Dominion. lí the Parliament of Great 
Britain had pow el to pass il law 
staling that the trish Free State had power 
to make laws having extra-tevritorial opera 
tion, why shou'd not the Free State, as a 
co-cqual, pass a law stating Great Britan 
had powers to make laws having extra 
territorial operation. He snggested that 


everyone attending the Cenference knew that 


this talk of co-equalitv was all humbug. He 
asked what was the attitude of the Executive 
Council towards the Empire. Were they for it 
or against it: did they want to strengthen it 
or get out of i 

Mr. G. O’'SULLIVAN (Govt... Dublin Co.) 
sala that the difficulty with the Fianna Fail 
Party was that they did noi know where 
they stood. ‘They were afraid that when 
their pseudo-leader came back he would lash 
them, and ask why did they say this or not 
say that. The House wanted to know from 
representatives who claimed to be Lrishmen 
what was the attitude of Fianna Fail towards 
this document. ‘They could not~explain i 
because they did.uot know what their 
attitude to thie Treaty was. He took it 
that their objection to the Report was on 
the grounds that at last there was a puss! 
bility that the people of Ireland woald 
realise the extent of the freedom which they 
had got trom the Articles of Association 
signed in 192]. 

POWERS OF THE DAIL. 

Mr. FITZGERALD, Minister for Defence, 
said that, so far as the Free State Govern 
ment was concerned, in all matters relating to 
the Irish Free Siate its Government was per- 
fectly and completely sovereign. No British 
Government had ever attempted to say to 
them, “ You shall do this” or ‘‘ You shall 
not do the other thing’’; and, if any British 
Goverument attempted to in any way inter- 
fere with their sovereignty, the Gevernment 
would be the very first to protest against it. 

lt was we that there was a tendeney to 
create an Empire Parliament, and Deputy 
O'Connell thought that the Imperial Con- 
ference was getting the right to legislate for 
the Dominions; but that that was not so was 
clear from the fact that the report they were 
discussing could be accepted or rejected by 
the Dail at its pleasure. So far as the law 
was concerned, every Dominion was perfectly 
free to pass any law cutting itself apart from 
the geis body, but, of course. a Parliament 
which proposed to do that would have to con- 
sider what the result would be of exercising 
that undoubted legal power. 

It was perfectly clear that the Dai] could 
declare the Treaty abrogated, hut that did 
not say that it was a desirable thing, In the 
first place, an attempt to abrogaie the Treaty 
without agreement or previous notice was a 
treacherous act which no self-respecting State 
would do. Then it had to be decided that it 
would be to the adyantage of this country 
to abrogate the Treaty. 

At nine o'clock progress was reported, and 
the debate was adjourned until to-day.

1EAVY SNOWFALL IN 
“DUBLIN, 
WINTER SPORTS IN THE 
HILLS. 


———— 


Yesterday Dublin experienced one of the 
heaviest snowlalls of recent years. From 9 
o'clock on Tuesday night there was a con- 
tinuous fall until 4 o'clock on Wednesday 
niorning. 

Motor cars, “buses, tramears anc other 
vehicles had great difficulty in making their 
way through the mounds of snow in the 
streets. Tn many places telephonic com- 
munication was interrupted, and breakdown 
gangs were sent out by the postal authorities 
to locate and repair ihe damage. 

In South County Dublin the snow fell to a 
depth of eight inches in the lowland districts, 
while in the hills, where the fall was already 
a couple of fect deep, at least a further foot 
of snow fell, 

Aithough the fall was particularly heavy 
in the districts around Dublin, little or no 
snow fell in the Blessington srea of County 
Wicklow, where.snowfalls are usually more 
severe than in the neighbourhood of Dublin. 

TOBOGGAN PARTIES. 

While Dublin people made their way 
through the slush in the city streets, winter 
sports enthusiasts revelled in the snow to 
their heari’s content on the slopes of the 
Dublin mountains. Toboggans and skies 
were brought up the hills, and merry parties 
spent the day sliding down the slopes. Nedrly 
one hundred people assembled at Killakee 
Mountain attired in heavy sports suits to 
lake part in the sport, and they were watched 
by large numbers of spectators who arrived 
from many parts of the surrounding country. 

An Irish Times representative, who visited 
the scene yesterday, had to abandon his motor 
car in a deep drift half way up the side of 
the mountain. 

It took almost an hour to cover the re- 
maining part of the journey on foot. A 
long toboggan run was made down the side 
oil the mountains and along this the 
toboggans raced at breakneck speed carrying 
parties of men and women. Now and then 
something went wrong and the whole party 
were thrown into the snow to the amuse- 
ment of the spectators 

SKIS AT SHORT NOTICE. 

One wondered where so many people in 
Dublin got the skis at short notice. At least 
hity people, men and women, were equipped 
with them. While some preferred to make 
the run down the mountain alone, others 
went down in parties. From the: top of 
the Killakee Mountains a magnificent view 
was Obtained of the -surrounding country 
covered with snow. i 

A glorious sun shon down from a cloudless 
sky for the greater part of the day. Nearly 
all other forms of sport appeared to be for- 
saken for the day, and one saw there people 
well known on the “ turí,” the links and the 
football field. 

Darkness was falling before any of them 
thought of departing, and up to a late hour 
groups of people, carrying their skis and 
loboggans, could be seen making their way 
homewards through the snow. : 

Arrangements were made by many for a 
return to-day should the snow continue on 
the ground. 


TWELVE INCHES OF SNOW IN 
ENGLAND. 

Snow fell almost everywhere in England 
and Wales vesterday, and in many places in 
Scotland. The heaviest fall was in the South 
hast of England, twelve inches falling in 
Margate, Ramsgate, Dover and Folkstone. In 
North Wales the snow reached a depth of 
eight inches. 

[n parts of Laneashire and the South of 
Fngland the snowfall: was accompanied bv 
thunder. In London the fall was slight. and 
the snow quickly melted, but in other parts 
it has remained. 

Wintry conditions are likely to continue 
for some days, with snow in many parts and 
severe frost at night.

POTATO-GROWERS’

DEPUTATION TO 
HOGAN, 

A deputation of Cooley (Co. Louth) 
potato srowers inet Mr P. Hogan, Free 
State Minister for Agriculture, yesterday 
and discussed the question how they are 
to dispose of some ten to twelve thousand 
tons oi potatoes for which hey cannot 
find a prfitable market. 

These potatoes may not be sold outside 
the Cooley district of County Louth in the 
Free State because of the Black Scab 
Order, and the only market open to the 
growers is the British market. There is a 
glut in that market, however, and the 
price offered for potatoes is so small that 
If is scarcely worth the growers’ while te 
sell. them. 

The deputation made these points, and 
urged the Minister to help the farmers 
out of their difficulty by means of subsidy 
or otherwise, Among the suggestions made 
was one to the effect that the farmers of 
the district should be allowed to grow 
more sus ir-beet. 

Mr. Hogan was sympathetic, and 
agreed, 1( is understood, to discuss the 
inatter with the Minister for Finance, with 
a view to finding a way out of the diffi- 
culty. He suggested that the farmers 
should zo in for mixed farming to a 
Creater extent than they do at present.

A LARGE EXPENDITURE. | 

The cost of old age pensions in the Free 
Siate worked out at 18s. Sd. per annum per 
head of the population, whereas ui Great 
rain the cost was 10s. lld. Here that 
cost represented more than 2s. Td. per & of 
‘ax revenue collected, and in Great Britam 
it worked out at only 834. in the £. If it 
were not true that in the main, subject to 
exceptional and difficult cases, the Oid Age 
Pensions Acts were liberally administered 
here they would not have such a large ex- 
penditure. : 

The bill proposed changes, of which the 
minimum cost would be £260,000, and it 
was more likely that it would cost £500,000, 
and the expenditure of that money would 
not help any of the poorest people who 
received pensions. ‘They would get better 
value from that expenditure iÍ they were 
simply to make a inaxyimum ot 11s., rather 
than 10s. The suggestion that there had been 
a change in the administration of the Acts 
since the setting up cf the Free State was 
entirely without foundation. 1, was unrea- 
sonable to suggest that maintenance should 
not be taken into consideration. 

Vhere had been a good deal of talk about 
venalising thrift and encouraging rascality, 
but the thing on which old age pensions were 
based was not the reward of virtue or the 
punishment of guilt, but simply the relief of 
necessity. _ All this argument about dis- 
couraging thrift was an argument in favour 
of the abolition of the means qualification. 

In Section 5 of the bill Deputy Dr. Ward 
proposed, in effect, that the valuation figure 
be changed from £10 to £13 10s, The effect 
of that would be to add a substantial amount 
to the cost of old age pensions, and he did 
not think it would remedy any hard cases. 
It would cost about £150,000. This Lill pro- 
posed to do nothing for the really poor class 
of old age pensioners. 

He thought that this bill, which was intro- 
duced by Deputy Ward, was about as ill. 
conceived a bill as it would be possible to 
introduce for doing anything for old pen- 
sioners.

Mr. WESTROPP TENNETT (Chairman) 
presided at a meeting of the Free State 
Renate yesterday. 

On the motion for the second reading of 
the Illegitimate Children (Affiliation 
Orders) Bill, 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister 
for Justice, explained that the object of the 
bill was to wake the father ofan illegitimate 
child responsible íor its maintenance up to 
the age of sixteen years. Under the old 
law, only the father of the woman or the 
Board of Guardians of the Workhouse’ in 
which she was confined could proceed 
against the reputed father of the illegitimate 
child. Under this bill the procedure would 
be that the mother made an information be- 
fore a magistrate mentioning the father of 
the child, whereupon a summons would be 
issued, and the case: would be heard, and 
an order would be made against the father. 
lf the child died, its father would be liable 
for the expenses of its burial, If the child 
survived, the amount to be paid by the 
lather would not exceed £1 a week. 

UNSOUND PROCEDURE. 

There was a provision in the bill that 
these cases should be heard in camera, and 
that any publication should be limited to a 
Statement of the fact that an order had 
been made. He did not like the idea of 
hearing cases in camera: he thought it was 
thoroughly unsound and liable to abuse. His 
own view was that the cases should be heard 
in open court. He knew, however, that 
girls might not go into court if their cases 
were published. He was also opposed to the 
provision which allowed the name of the man 
to be published, and to the fact that if he 
left the court completely free from stain 
then the newspapers couid not publish the 
fact that his reputation had been cleared. If 
the man was innocent, he was entitled to 
have his innocence made known, and he 
thought that representatives of the Press 
should be present to report the matter within 
ye“ limits of the Censorship of Publications 
Act. 

Mrs. WYSE POWER suggested that pro- 
vision should be made to enable the girl to 
have a respectable woman jn court with her 
while she was giving evidence. She agreed 
that the fact that the name of the man who 
was charged, and was deemed to be innocent 
by the District Justice, should be published. 

Mr. COMYN said that social workers had 
reason to be pleased that a bill of this kind 
had been introduced. He did not know of 
any instance in the past in which the father 
of the illegitimate child had been made re- 
sponsible. This bill would put an end to 
public hypocrisy, which was at the bottom 
of the cid system. He was opposed to the 
provision which made it necessary for the 
girl to swear an information against the 
reputed father, as it savoured of a criminal! 
proceeding, whereas it would be merely a 
civil proceeding. The intention of the bill 
was to make provision for the child, but if 
the mother died and the child survived there 
conld be po information sworn against the 
reputed father. 

QUESTION OF APPEAL, 

The Minister had mentioned that the 
highest award that could be made was £1 
per week, but that the average would he 
about ten shillings or twelve shillings per 
week. This would be a very serious matter 
where it would have te be paid for sixteen 
years, if it depended on the decision of the 
Chairman ot the District Court without 
appeal. If the Minister said.it was subject 
to appeal he .would not pursue the matter. 
In the case of appeals he ds ó ná that a 
sum should be lodged in court by the appl- 
cant towards costs. He agreed that the cases 
should be heard in camera, but agreed with 
the Minister that trials as a rule should be 
iree and open. It was the greatest protec- 
tion to the public that the courts of justice 
should be open. If. an order was made 
against the putative father it was right that 
his name and address should be published, 
but if no order were made, that faet should 
also be published. 

Mr. FARREN, in supporting the bill, said 
that Senator Comyn had overlooked the fact 
that the mothers could make an affidavit 
before the birth of the child. He was in 
favour of the cases being heard 1 camera. 
In view of Article 64 a the Constitution, 
which provided that all charges should be 
heard in public court, objection might be 
nade to the hearing of the cases in camera, 
and people might evade their responsibility. 
That was a point which he would hke the 
Minister to consider, and might be met by 
keeping the public out and allowing the Press 
to remain in. He was against the name and 
address of the man being published where an 
order was obtained, because, in the case of 4 
man in a small way of business, this would 
ruin hum, and the mouey would not be forth. 
coming. , 

Mr. FiteGERALD-KENNEY, Minister tor 
Justice, said that, with reference to the 
hearing of cases in camera, he did not think 
anybody could give a single instance of a 
girl kept out of court by reason of publicity. 

Mrs. WYSE-POWER said that she knew of 
several cases in which girls had been kept out 
of court on aecount of publicity.

RIGHTS OF THE AUDITOR- 
GENERAL. 


On the second reading of the Military 
Service Pensions Bill, 1929, 

¥ FITZGERALD, Minister for Defence, 
sai thai this bill was for the purpose of 
veguiavising the procedure ltt which 
certain evidence was not produced to the 
Public Accounts Committee and the Auditor- 
General, Many of the men had to come for- 
ward and give evidence that it was not in 
the public interest to disclose.. The bill did 
not affect existing or future conditions, but 
only dealt with a-«period that ended more 
than two years ago. 

Mr. ROBINSON said that the Senate should 
definitely turn down this bill, which was a 
measure intended to legalise what was morally 
wrong, 

Mr. COMYN said that it was a bill of 
indemnity to prevent proceedings at any 
future time against people for the misapplica- 
tion of public money. The Ministers here 
were now doing a thing which would bring 
disgrace and discredit on other Ministers in 
years to come, in breaking through the safe- 
guards that had been established for the pur- 
pose of securing the incorruptibility of 
Ministers. 

Mr. O'NEILL—Does the Senator suggest 
that Ministers here have been corrupt? 

Mr. COMYN—I made no such suggestion. 
I am explaining in general why the Auditor 
General was appointed. The bill, he added. 
was actually an amendment of the Constitu- 
tion, but it was being done very surrep- 
titiously. 

LABOUR POINT OF VIEW. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that Senator Comyn 
had not over-emphasised the case against the 
bill, for it raised more issues of. a vital 
financial character than, perhaps, any bl 
hvought before the Oireachtas since 1922. 
From the point of view of the political and 
financial stability of the State, there should 
not be a shadow of doubt that the andit 
should be open, and that no obstacle should 
be placed in the wav of the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General. There was every reason 
why the report of the Beard of Assessors 
upon any application for a pension should be 
available to the Auditor-General. It 
should be horne in mind that six 
millions of money were involved in pensions 
for a number of years to come. The enact- 
ment of this bill would cause more trouble 
and difficulty in actual practice than one 
could readily conceive. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that the function of 
the Auditor-General was simply to examine 
expenditure to see that it was In accordance 
with the Acts of the Oireachtas. Tt was not 
his (the Auditor-General's) function to. ex- 
press any opinion as to the wisdom or other- 
wise of the Acts of the. Dail,

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The End of an Epoch. 

In two senses the Earl of. Balfour's 
death marks the end of an epoch. [Tor 
the younger generation he bélongs to the 
remoteness of parliamentary time—the 
days of aristocratic privilege. Sauntering 
into the House of Commons as member 
for his uncle’s pocket borough, Disraeli 
consule, he closed his political career as 
Foreign Minister of the democratic Govern- 
ment which saw Europe in dissolution. 
He was not only the last survivor of an 
ancien. régime: with him a type has 
vanished. Lord Balfour was the last of 
that breed of scholarly statesmen who, in 
the turmoil of immediate affairs, were 
able to regard the political scene with 
the calm detachment which they drew from 
experience of men and knowledge of 
history. There is no man living to-day of 
whom we could say so much. Lord Balfour 
belonged to an age whose ideas were 
spacious, if sometimes its expedients were 
few. Often he missed a tactical success, but 
always he was strategically unassailable ; 
he was “old England.” If, in the coming 
days, England can produce a type of 
statesmanship that, with no weakening of 
the Balfour tradition, can adapt it to her 
modern needs, she will be able to face her 
difficulties with an easy mind; but we 
fear that such a compromise is almost 
beyond nature. It is very easy, in these 
cheap and Willimitable 
expression, to imagine future Prime 
Ministers who, like Disraeli, will write 
novels. It is hard to imagine a meet 
successor to the man who tamed Ireland, 
liberated Jewry and wrote the '“' Defence 
of Philosophic Doubt.” 

Lord Balfour had voted with Disraeli 
and against Gladstone. and 
helped to control, the changes which 
have conferred upon England her demo- 
her full enfranchise-

He saw, 


cratic institutions, 
ment, her popular education and her vast 
body of unemployed. The development of 
his mind and character in the battle of 
politics will furnish fascinating matter for 
the historian. He was a brilliant com- 
pound of irresponsibility and gravity, of 
humour and high seriousness; throughout 
his life he wielded the rapier with a care- 
less grace, surviving, a Rupert of debate, 
into an age of parliamentary Roundheads. 
His courage and elegant. recklessness were 
revealed when, with Lord Randolph 
Churchill as his boon comrade, he formed 
the devastating. “ Fourth Party ” in the 
House of Commons. Afterwards an 
increasing sense of duty qualified those 
early candours, but always—even in the 
sternest crises of public affairs—Lord 
Balfour seemed to take that eighteenth 
century view which made politics a gentle- 
man’s avocation rather than his vocation. 
Parnell, his most formidable opponent, 
shared this instinct, and, perhaps, Lord 
Balfour, like Parnell, never was in perfect 
touch with his parliamentary followers. 
Their solid dogmatism and their personal 
ambitions were equally foreign to his 
mind. Yet few statesmen have served 
England so well or with a patriotism at 
once so consistent, so sober and so warm. 
It was in his later years that Lord Balfour 
touched greatness. His serene confidence 
helped to maintain his country’s spirit 
during the Great War. The new Palestine 
and England’s handling of her war debts 


were the fruit of his magnanimous states- 
manship. 

Even in England Lord Balfour, before 
his death, had become a distant figure, 


and in Ireland he had become a legend, 
looming mistily in the Mycenean age of 
politics. The new Ireland has turned her 
back upon those forty years in which 
Lord Balfour made his name, and hardly 
can be blamed for her forgetfulness of 
him, inasmuch as she has forgotten her 
own. Nevertheless, it was in Ireland 
that the knightly politician won his spurs. 
When young Mr. Balfour was chosen as 
Chief Secretary for Ireland in 1887, the 
Nationalist Party regarded his appoint- 
ment as an insult; yet in four years he 
made a mark upon the land which will 
outlive the united achievement of all the 
‘transient and embarrassed phantoms '' 
who preceded and followed him. He 
began as “ pretty Fanny ’’; he became 
“bloody Balfour’’; before his brief term 
was ended he won, as a national beneiac- 
tor, the whole country’s grudging, but 
sincere, praise. 
young dilettante was transformed into the 
firm and cool-headed man of action, wear- 
ing the velvet glove on the iron hand, 
divining and enjoying all the fierce 
subleties of our political conflict, and 
always keeping before him the resolve to 
leave the country better than he found it. 
Ireland owes to Lord Balfour the railways 
which developed her western fringe, and 
the Congested Districts Board which 
brought economic salvation to the sub- 
merged areas of Connaught and Munster. 
This work abides. A free Dominion is 
reaping the fruit of Lord Balfour's 
labours, and, though she may forget the 
man, will not cease to profit from his 
genius, With that tribute, as we may 
believe, Lord Balfour, statesman and 
philosopher, was content. 


Free State and Empire. 

Mr. McGilligan’s statement in Dúil 
Éireann, yesterday on the recent Experts’ 
Conference in London sounded almost like 
an apology, The meeting, which was 
arranged during the Imperial Conference 
of 1926, was designed to bring the 
existing laws into harmony with the 
constitutional changes that had been 
recommended in the famous ‘‘ Balfour 
Report.” There never was any question 
of a further weakening of imperial links 
or of a widening of the gap between 
Great Britain and the Dominions.. Mr. 
McGilligan spoke, however, as if the 
whole object of the delegates had been 


i to accentuate the differences between the 


member States of the Empire. Thus he 
told the Dáil that he and his colleagues in 
London had striven to remove.from the 
Statute-book anything that possibly might 
seem to throw doubt upon the “fuil 
Dominion status” of the Free State. 
They had abolished the King’s right of 


disallowance—which, by the way, never. 
was recognised in the Free State Constitu- |

tion, They had established new powers in 


regard to citisenship in the Dominions, 
and they had done away for ever with

Shipping Acts, the Free State hence- 
forward would have complete jurisdiction 
over all her own ships and over all craft 
in the territorial waters of the Saorstdt. 
The Dáil, doubtless, also was glad to 
learn that ro change could be made in 
the succession to the Throne, or in the 
style and titles of His Majesty without 
the ‘consent of Merrion street. Mr. 
McGilligan’s speech, indeed, the 
impression that he was slightly ashamed 
of the British connection. It certainly 
had nothing of the spirit of the late 
Arthur Griffith, who advised his country- 
men to ‘‘walk into the British Empire 
with their heads up.”

American Censorship. 


One Mr. Smoot, a pillar of the 
Mormon Church, has induced the United 
States Senate to agree that Customs 
officials shall have power to prevent 
the importation of books which they 
may regard ‘as indecent or subversive. 
We may rejoice that the most fervent 
advocates of a literary censorship in Ire- 
land never have have gone so far as to 
urge that the censorship should be in the 
hands of officials who, however excellent 
at. the discovery of contraband, are, on 
the whole, ill-equipped judges of letters. 
Opponents of the proposal cited the 
testimony of a Customs officer at Balti- 
more, who confessed that he was not sure 
whether Chaucer, Beaumont, Fletcher and 
Rabelais were alive or dead. Senator 
Smoot, consenting that the authors should 
not be dammed without evidence, arrived 
with a pile of volumes in which he had 
underlined the passages that Mormon 
modesty forbade him to read aloud. The 
pile included, says the Correspondent of 
The Times, the poems of Robert Burns 
and Defoe’s ' Moll Flanders,’’ as well as 
more modern works—all of which, accord- 
ing to Senator Smoot, “‘ would be con- 
spicuous for their vileness even in the 
depths of hell.’’. A sad scene followed; 
for the Senators, seizing a volume apiece, 
disposed themselves for a literary half- 
hour. Senator Cuttings pointed out that 
the Congressional Library boasted the 
finest collection of ‘‘ obscene ’’ literature 
in the world. It is difficult to realise that 
such a proposal can have been made and 
carried—even in the land from which 
Dayton and Hollywood have sprung. The 
Senate will be wise to study the working 
of the Eighteenth Amendment before it 
permits civil servants to tamper with 
literature. :

Cisil Flying. 


Recently the Irish Aero Club complained 
that, although civil flying had been in 
existence in the Free State for over a year, 
the Government had refused to provide 
proper licences for civil pilots. It has been 
possible to register private aeroplanes, 
but members of the Club who had passed 
the tests for qualification as pilots were 
forced to become members of an English 
club before they could obtain their 
certificates. The English clubs, which are 
subsidised by the British Government, 
received the Irish fees, and the Irish Aero 
Club, which supports itself precariously 
without Government aid, suffered. Accord- 
ing to the Air Navigation (General) 
Regulations, 1930, which were published 
yesterday, this omission has been repaired. 
Henceforward the Government of Sdorstdi 
Eireann will supply:a pilot’s licence to 
anyone who has passed the necessary 
medical tests and has shown that he is 
able to fly satisfactorily. We welcome the 
Government’s action; it seems at last to 
have realised the importance of civil air- 
craft. Without the encouragement pro- 
vided by the aeroplane clubs civil flying 
scarcely could exist. In the Free State 
the small band of pioneers who constitute 
the Aero Club have done a great service 
to flying, and, now that their efforts at 
last have been recognised by the Govern- 
ment, we may hope that the Club’s 
membership will be increased.

ADDRESS.

ROME, Wednesday. 

An unusually large crowd attended the 
Mass celebrated by the Pope this morning 
in St. Peter's in expiation and reparation 
for the profanation and atrocious wrongs 
perpetrated against the majesty of God and 
against holy things in Russia; for the return 
of Russia to the true peace of Jesus Christ, 
and in propitiation fot the faithful who 
have fallen victims to the religious perse- 
cution, | 

In order that this note of penitence might 
be respected, the external aspects of the 
ceremony were the simplest possible. There 
was. no special decoration of the Basilica, 
and no tribunes had heen erected. The 
members of the Diplomatic Corps who were 
present, together with the Pope’s relatives 
and representatives of the Roman aristo- 
cracv, therefore took their places in the apse, 
in front of the Altar of the Confession. 
Seats had, however, been reserved for the 
twenty Cardinals who ‘attended, as well as 
for the Archbishops and Bishops. 

The students of all the Catholic seminaries 
and colleges in Rome, and many members of 
the Catholic Associations and Religious 
Orders. also attended the Service. Among the 
general public present were many foreign 
visitors and residents, and a large number 
of representatives of the Russian colony. 

The Pope ascended into the Basilica shortly 
after ten o'clock, He was dressed in keeping 
with the -simplicity of the ceremony, in a 
red stole over a white surplice, and appeared 
without his tiara and his Pontifical cloak. 
The baldachino and flambeaux, which usually 
accompany the Gestatorial chair, were also 
absent. | 

After a brief pause for worship in the 
Chapel of the Sacrament, the Pope. was 
raised on his Gestatorial chatr, and, accom- 
panied by members of his Court, and 
escorted by the Noble Guard, was carried to 
the Altar of the Confession. There the Holy 
Father. who appeared deeply moved, de- 
scended and began to prepare for the Mass. 
He was assisted during the ceremony by the 
prelates of the Court, by his chaplains, and 
by the privy clerics, and used a ‘precious 
chalice presented to him by the Benedictine 
Order for the present, and other Masses. of 
Ex piation. 

A Reuter’s message says’ that a large 
crowd filled St. Peter’s and ‘recited prayers 
while the Pope celebrated Mass, himself 
joining in the prayers on behalf of Russia. 
The Pope granted a special indulgence of 
three hundred days for reciting the new 
Tesponse: ‘“‘Saviour of the World, save 
tussia.””

CARDINAL BOURNE

Cardinal Bourne, preaching at Derby yes- 
terday, said that things for which there was 
no justification had been said to the discredit 
ot the Holy See in regard to its attitude 
concerning religious persecution in Russia. 
The Holy See possessed most complete and 
accurate information on the subject. It was 
mere camouflage to assert that the victims 
were persecuted because they could not accept 
the State regulations laid down for the good 
af the Commonwealth. The intention was to 
destroy religion. It was atheism of a 
diabolical character, and therefore would seem 
to be inspired by the Evil One himself. The 
great objective of Bolshevism was the de- 
the British Commonwealth. of 
Nations and the’ Catholic Church. 


BISHOP OF GUILDFORD’S APPEAL.

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CIVIL: AVIATION. | 


REGULATIONS FOR 
THE FREE STATE. 
LICENSING OF 
PILOTS. - 
NO LONGER NECESSARY 
TO GO TO ENGLAND. 


- 


Aíter long delay, civil aviation in the 
Trish Free State has now been put on an 
authorised basis by the issue of the Air 
Navigation (General) Regulations, 1930, 
by tlhe Governor - General, Mr. James 
MeNeill, on the advice of the Executive 
Council. . The Ministry of Industry. and 
Commerce is responsible for the issue of 
these regulations, and will also be respon- 
sible for carrying them out. 

li is interesting to, note, first that the 
Civic Guard have now been assigned a 
further: duty, which amounts, in fact, to 
air trafic control; for they have: been 
given the power to inspect Jicences of 
pilots, certificates ol airworthiness of air- 
craft, log books; ete., and in genera Ito 
see that the regulations are obeyed. 

In addition,. however, the Irish Free 
State Army Air Corps and commissioned 
officers of the Defence Forces will act as 
the “ police of the air,” and are em- 
powered to fire on any aircraft that flies, 
or attempts to fly, over a prohibited area, 
or enters, or attempts to enter, the Irish 
Free State in contravention of these regu- 
lations. where such aircraft fails to 
respond to the signals given. 


LIGENCES FOR PILOTS. 

The most important of these regulations 
deal with the issue of licences to pilots. 
Since the formation of the Irish Aero 
Club there has been an unceasing agita- 
tion for the issue of regulations in this 
respect. The primary purpose of the Irish 
Aero Club being to.develop civil aviation, 
it was seriously hampered by the tact that 
all its members who had qualified for 
pilots’ licences were compelled to go 
across to Kngland at considerable cost in 
order to get these licences. 

The regulations now issued inake pro 
vision for the granting, by the Minister 
for Industry and. Commerce, of licences to 
persons to ect in the capacity of com- 
mander, pilot, navigator, engineer, or 
other operative member of aircraft 
registered in the Irish Free State. The 
fers for these licences vary, that for a 
pilot amounting to £2 12s. 9d. 


TESTS TO BE APPLIED. 

Before the granting of such a licence, 
however, the person applying must go 
through the required tests of competency, 
and must undergo a medical examination 
for ‘mental and physical fitness. The 
licence will remain in force for one year, 
when if, must be renewed, but in respect 
of a pilot’s licence for passenger-carrying 
aircraft the licence will remain in force 
for six months in the case of a man, and 
for three months in the case of a woman. 

The Minister has the power to revoke or 
suspend a licence, and also to renew a 
cancelled ticence. The Irish Free State 
being a party to. the International Air 
Convention, these regulations are drawn 
up in accordance with the precepts laid 
down by that Convention,: so that they 
apply to all the world States that are a 
party to the Convention. This-means in 
effect that a pilot’s licence granted in this 
country is good in any such State tor fly- 
ing purposes. 


COMPREHENSIVE REGULATIONS. 

The regulations are lengthy, and cover 
the whole subject of civil aviation, 
national’and international. 

They apply to all types of aircraft, in- 
cluding balloons, whether fixed or free, 
kites, airships and flying “machines. 
Provision is also made for what is termed 
“ State aireraft,’” which means and 
includes every aircraft exclusively em- 
ployed in State services, Postal, Customs 
and police, though as yet there are none 
such in. this .country. | 

These provisions require that an aircraft 
shall not fly unless it is registered and 
bears the prescribed nationality mark 
“ E.1..” the registration mark and the 
name and address of the owner affixed to 
and painted on such aircraft in the pre- 
scribed manner. An aircraft shall not fly 
unless it is certified as airworthy and 
unless the personnel thereof are provided 
with the prescribed licences and certifi- 
cates of competency. No aircraft is 
allowed to fly in. this country unless it 1s 
registered tn one of the contracting States 
to the International Air Convention. 

Every aircraft when flying is required 
to carry ‘specified instruments and equip- 
ment, certificate of registration, certifi- 
cates of competency and licences of the 
personnel, the journey log-book, a pilot's 
log-book, and an aircraft log-book and an 
engine log-book (these two in respect of 
every passenger and goods machine only). 

THE RULE OF THE AIR. 

Then there are the general rules for air 
traffic, just as there are general rules for 
road traffic on ground, which, in short, 
are that, when passing one another, 
machines must keep to the. right and 
when overtaking one another they must 
also keep to the right and must not pass 
by diving. Rules are; in addition, laid 
down specifying the manner and series of 
lights that must be carried by all aircraft, 
and the signals that must be given in the 
case of night landing on aerodromes or 


forced landings in prohibited areas, and 


in the case of difficulty and distress. 
The regulations are strict and precise 
with regard to the: safety of aircraft and 
personnel, and the prevention of accidents 
from all causes, and this is particularly 
so with regard to passenger-carrying air- 
craft. A person, for instance, while act- 
ing, or being carried in any aircraft for 
the purpose of acting, as pilot, com- 
eól co navigator, engineer or operative 
member of the-crew shall not be in a state 
of intoxication, or in a state in which,

sedative, narcotic.or stimulant drug or 

preparation, his capacity so to act 1° 

impaired, 
| TRICK FLYING. 

Special reference is made to exhibition 
and ‘trick flying; which are forbidden over 
any city, town, or populous district, over 
regattas, race meetings and sports mect- 
ings of all kinds, unless special permission 
is given.. Flying at low altitudes in such 
circumstances is also forbidden. 

The rules regarding the altitude of 
flight are likewise very stringent, and no 
aircraft must fly over any city, town or 
populous district unless at such a height 
as will enable such aircraft to land out- 
side such place in case of a mechanical 
breakdown or otherwise, ma 

No aircraft shall fly save at a greater 
height than 6,000 feet over any prohibited 
area, and the first prohibited: area in the 
Trish Free State, as set out in the regula- 
tions, is the area enclosed by a circle of 
which the radius is six miles and of which 
the centre is Cloonlara, about three miles 
north-east of Ardnacrusha, Co. Clare. 

Other regulations provide that an air- 
craft entering or leaving the Irish Free 
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State: must do so ata Customs aerodrome. }

Deputy Gearoid O'Sullivan is not very 
popular with the Opposition Party,. and 
vigorous interruptions soon punctuated 
his speech. ‘‘ As I was saying, sir, when 
I was so rudely interrupted by all those 
persons,” he. continued, when the noise 
died down, and went on with his speech. 

Deputy Fahy, who was in the chair, 
ruled him out of erder in making some 
quotations from the official records for 
1921-22, ‘whereupon Mr. O'Sullivan de- 
clared that he would not speak if he was 
not permitted to quote them.

In an editorial article The Times of 
to-day observes:—The “death . of » Lord 
Balfour closes a singular career of service 
to the State, “There. are few others. to 
approach its active span, and there is 
none that will quite serve as its parallel 
in kind. Historical comparisons can bo 
found to define and test most statesmen 
of his standing, but the memory of Lord 
Balfour is no more likely to yield to 
classification than to time. He lived to 
help in the fashioning of modern Britain.

Entente were largely his work. He 
watched over the vast politica] changes 
that took place under the mantle of war; 
the rise of the new world idea that took 
shape in the League~-Covenant, and the 
commercial, naval and diplomatic expan- 
sion which has brought the United States 
into a new relationship with external 
affairs. 

Lord Balfour: was abreast of all these 


all. Bécause he had little of age, save its 
experience, he was capable, down to the | 
last decade of his life, of inestimable 
service as a leader of international and

imperial thought. His own countrymen 
especially are able to reflect with grati- 
tude that nothing less than the whole life 
could have disclosed the whole man, while 
even now they will feel. that there is a 
slightly mystifying residue never fully 
realised or explained. 


MADE HIS NAME IN IRELAND. 

The unexpected was, indeed, a constant 
factor in his public. service from its be- 
ginnings. He was to all: appearance the 
least likely choice for. the office of Chief 
Secretary for Ireland. He made his name 
where it was others’ fate to lose it. To 
borrow a happy inversion from an Irishman 
and fellow-parliamentarian, he proved to 
be ‘iron painted to look like lath.’’

PLEBISCITE URGED BY

ONFLICT of views concerning the 
Greater Dublin Bill, which is at 
present with the Dail, led to a heated 
meeting in Rathmines Town Hall last 
night. The meeting was called by 
the Rathmines Urban District 
Council, and its object was to protest 
against the bill in every one of tis 
phases. — 

Interruptions were many, and 
speakers who came from the body of 
the hall were given a poor hearing 

The feeling of the meeting was MA & 
the measure, which proposes to link 
Rathmines and Pembroke with the 
city, and a resolution to this effect 
was passed amid loud applause. 

There were over four hundred people pr 
sent, and while speakers in favour ol 
the bill were on the platform a con 
stant rapping of feet was kept up»at 
the back of the hall, while some men 
rose and put questions concerning the 
ultimate value of the bill. It was 
contended by those among the opposi- 
tion that Dublin City wanted to take 
the money which hes in the sinking 
fund of the two Councils, as the 
electricity plant had been taken. 


OVER-REACHING. 


Mrs. Kettle, Chairman of the Rath- 
mines Council, who presided, said that 
the bill was not only far-reaching, but 
over-reaching. The Council had already 
passed a resolution calling for the rejec- 
tion of the bill, and now those interested 
in the welfare of the township would have 
an opportunity tc vent their opinions. 
Under the bill the clected representatives 
of the ratepayers would be merely 
marionettes, with no power. except to 
strike a rate and to borrow money. The 
Manager would have autocratic power to 
spend the money raised. The functions 
to be allocated to the Council were strung 
out in the bill to make them look im- 
portant. Even Government deputies pro- 
tested in the Dail against the powers 
given to the Manager. ‘‘ If this bill is 
passed, it will be the apotheosis of the 
Commissioner system and the negation of 
civic freedom,”’ she said. 

The taking away from the people of al! 
voice in Civic administration would 
destroy local interest and local patriotism, 
On a second count the Council’s -resolu- 
tion protested’ against the bil! on the 
grounds of representation. Under it the 
people of Rathmines and Pembroke would 
have no representation on the Council to 
be set up. 


THE CHIEF CRIME.

He framed and passed 
probably the beal, as it was the most drastic, 
of the long series of Irish coercion measures, 
and with this in his hand he determined to 
show ireland that Parliament was her master. 
Holding steadily on, despite the passionate 
opposition of Gladstone and the torrential 
abuse and obstructive ingenuity of the Insh 
Nationalist members, he won all along the 
lime. His physical endurance through long 
nights of inflamed debate was only equalled 
by his unaffected indifference to the threats 
and attempts to take his life. 

For long periods both in England and in 
Ireland he lived under police protection, 


cuardians he was unilair to men who were 
bound to do their duty. 

His appointment to this post of difficulty 
and danger had at first alarmed his party. 
Neither they nor the Opposition were pre- 
pared for his finished dialectic and readiness 
to combat, nor for the quick touch of wrist 
and the skilful parry. The tone of the 
Nationalists quickly changed, and the 
scented popinjay, the lily-livered and dawd- 
ling aristocrat became Bloody Balfour, while 
among the Unionists his Parliamentary repu- 
tation, spreading rapidly to the platform, 
roused an enthusiasm hardly surpassed in the 
political struggles of our generation.

The reorganised Irish Labour Party is 
likely to put forward a large number of 
candidates at thé next general elections in 
the Free State and in Northern Ireland. 

Following has er me of the political 
from the industrial functions of the Irish 
Labour Party and Trades Union Congress, 
which was agreed to at a recent Congress 
in Dublin, the Executive of the National 
Union of Railwaymen decided in London 
a few days ago to pay the election ex- 
penses of five candidates in the Irish Free 
State and two in Northern Ireland when 
general elections next take place in these 
areas, 

In addition to their salaries or allow- 
ances from the respective Parliaments, 
successful candidates will receive a per- 
sonal allowance of £20 every three months. 

The National Union of Railwaymen in 
the Free State has about 14,000 members, 
Yesterday I was informed by an official 
of the union that all the money collected 
by way of political levy from the Irish 
members is spent for political purposes in 
the Free State and Northern Treland. 

RAILWAYMEN'S PANEL, 

Already there are three candidates on 
the National Union of Railwaymen’s 
panel, one of whom—Mr, M. Keyes, 
Mayor of Limerick—represented Limerick 
in the Dail for a short period. Two other 
candidates will be selected by the 
branches, but all candidates must receive 
the approval of the National Executive of 
the Irish Labour Party. 

When I told Mr. T. J. O'Connell, leader 
of the Labour Party in the Dail, of the 
National Union of Railwaymen’s decision 
to finance candidates, he said: ‘‘ The 
National Union of Railwaymen has given 
a lead to the rest of the trade unions in 
the country, I know that they will follow 
suit. 

The Irish Labour Party will open its 
campaign with a meeting in the Round 
Room of the Mansion House, Dublin, on 
April 8th, with a view to “ providing for 
the country ’’—as it was recently put by 
one of the party’s leaders—*‘ an alterna- 
tive Government to Fianna Fail.”

MA DRID, Wednesday. 

Madrid to-day paid a fitting tribute to the 
man who, even his political opponents are 
agreed, served his country valiantly at a eriti- 
cal moment. Primo de Rivera’s homecoming 
was simple, but touching in its quiet dignity. 
The special train conveying the body arrived 
at the Northern Station at 7.22 this morning. 
On the platform were the Minister of Public 
Works, Don Leopoldo Matos, representing the 
present Government; all General Primo de 
Rivera’s Ministers, representatives of the 
Diplomatic Corps, numerous military and 
naval officers, and many prominent personages, 

The’ coflin was placed in a waiting-room 
transformed into a chapelle ardente. Funeral 
Masses were said, but the prayers were inter- 
rupted for an hour from 8.30 to 9.30, during 
which time the general public were admitted 
to file past the coftlin. 

Just before 10.50 King Alfonso and all the 
members of the present Government arrived 
and paid a last dvibute to the dead General, 
listening with bowed heads as Mass was said. 

The funeral cortéege set out at 11 a.m., and 
proceeded to the Cemetery of Saint Isidore 
via the outer bonlevards. King Alfonso was 
represented by the Infante Ferdinand, and 
all members of the Cabinet joined in the 
procession, 

The troops of the Madrid Garrison lined 
the streets. and presented arms as the coffin, 
draped, in the scarlet and geld flag of Spain, 
passed by on its gun earriage. The streets 
were thronged with people, who uncovered 
in silence as the gun carriage came into view. 

Despite heavy rain, an immense crowd was 
waiting at the cemetery. 

General Martinez Amido, Minister of the 
Interior in the late dictator’s Cabinet, in a 
short tribute to his chief, said that Spain 
was; paying a Jast homage to him who was a 
model of citizenship, both as a soldier and a 
civilian. ‘‘ Let us pray to God that Spain 
may continue to enjoy the tranquility and 
prcsperity that she had during the past six 
years.

BY THE GOVERNOR, 


The decision of the Northern Government 
to appoint Mr. Kennedy, a London electrical 
éxpert, to. report upon the development of 
electricity supply in Northern Ireland is re- 
garded as a step towards enlarging the Bel- 
fast Corporation Electricity Station as a cen- 
tral power house for the greater portion of 
Northern Ireland. Already the Belfast station 
is supplying Lisburn, and there are possi- 
hilities of this line being extended to Porta- 
down, Lurgan, and Dungannon, 

The transmission line from Belfast to 
Bangor (including Holywood) is almost com- 
cpa and this line may later be extended to 
‘ewtownards. A separate company has 
established a. power house at Larne to supply 
that district and a large part of the County 
Antrim, and it is thought that this company 
may eventually be linked up with the Belfast 
supply. 

THE HOLYWOOD STATION. 

The Holywood electricity scheme was in- 
augurated this evening by the Governor of 
Northern Ireland (the Duke of Abercorn) who 
switched on the power from a platform 
erected in front of the Town Hall. ‘The 
Bangor supply will be inaugurated a 
month hence. The electricity for Holy- 
wood is conveyed from the Belfast 
Corporation Electricity Central Power House 
by a 22,000 volt underground cable to the 
commencement of the Belfast-Bangor 22,000 
volt overhead line. A tapping is taken from 
this line by underground cable to the Belfast 
Corporation sub-station in Holywood, where 
the current is stepped-down to a pressure 
of 6,600 volts. From the Corporation sub- 
station it is taken by undergreund cable to 
the Halywoot main distributing ‘station in 
Sullivan place, where it is again stepped- 
down. 

THE DINNER. 

In the presence of a large crowd outside 
the Town Hall the Governor switched on 
the light last night. 

He said:—‘‘I must congratulate you on 
your entterprise: in lighting your town by 
electricity, and 1 only bone that many other 
towns of the same size as Holywood will 
follow vour example. '' 

There were rousing cheers as the gaily- 
coloured lights were brought into use, fol- 
lowed by the explosion of a number of 
rockets. The Governor was presented with 
an electric torch. 

Ai a subsequent dinner in the Town Hall, 
presided over by the Chairman of the Holy- 
wood Urban Council (Councillor Robert 
Ardis), the Governor, replying to the toast 
of his health, said that Holywood was noted 
for the fact that it had the only Maypole 
in Ireland. There was another Hollywood 
on the other side of the ocean which had 
rather a different reputation. He could 
assure them that if 1, were his lot to live in 
either, he knew the one that he would 
choose—that was the one under the aegis 
of Mr. Ardis.. A number of representatives 
from other towns in Northern Ireland were 
present that evening, and he hoped that they 
would study the electrical conditions of Holy- 
wood. 

The Rt. Hon. J. Milne Barbour (Northern 
Minister of Commerce) preposed the toast 
of the contractors, Messrs. Johnson and 
Phillips, Lid., one of the leading electrical 
firms in Great Britain. 

Mr. Charles Stewart, a director of the firm, 
responded, in the unavoidable absence of 
Sv Philip Dawson, who had met with a 
slight decident. 

THE GOUNCIL’S ARRANGEMENT. 

Sir Dawsen Bates Minister of Home

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Some matters of prime importance to cattle 
traders were dealt with at the annual general 
meeting of the Irish Cattle Traders’ and 
Stock-owners’ Association, held last night in 
the City Arms Hotel, Prussia street, Dublin. 

CHAIRMAN'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Matthew O’Connor, Chairman, pre- 
sided, and in proposing the adoption of the 
committee’s report, stated that theirs was the 
oldest Irish Association of the members of 
the live-stock trade. Their normal activities 
had been fully maintained during the year, 
with advantage to their members. Such 
matters as the running of special cattle trains 
and other railway facilities, hotel accommo- 
dation, passenger train arrangements, railway 
rates and many other routine matters had 
received the consiant attention of the Execn- 
tive Committee and capable Secretary, Mr. 
John P, MacAvin. 

Other outstanding matters, however, had 
been dealt with. The question of the accept- 
ance of Irish Free State currency by the 
leading English railways had been raised suc- 
cessfully, and he was pleased to say that 
these railway companies now agreed to 
accept such currency from their members in 
payment. of all railway charges, 

FOOT-AND-MOUTH REGULATIONS, 

Our export trade, he continued, is still 
occasionally interfered with by outbreaks of 
foot-and-mouth disease in (Great Britain, 
causing serious loss to owners of stock in 
consequence of certain restrictions imposed 
on cattle landed in an infected area. Our 
Association took this matter up, and, as a 
result, considerable modification in these 
foot-and-mouth disease regulations were 
made. Arrangements have now been made 
by the British and Saorstat authorities, 
whereby shippers will usually have warning 
of the possible inclusion of an Irish animals’ 
landing place in an infected area in time to 
divert their shipments to other ports if they 
so desire, It has also been conceded that, 
in substitution for the practice of immediate 
slaughter, store cattle in a landing place, 
when it becomes part of an infected area, 
may be licensed for movement out of the 
landing place to undergo the usual period of 
detention elsewhere within the area. 

The Railways Committee on National 
Development have asked the views of this 
Association on ithe matter of better arrange- 
ment of the dates of fairs, and the evidence 
given on our behalf will, T have no doubt, 
help towards m more reasonable adjustment 
of such dates where any necessity for this is 
shown to exist. 

FORESTALLING AT FAIRS. 

Forestalling at fairs is another subject 
to which we have had to devote some 
considerable attention, By _ forestalling I 
mean holding a fair on a@ day or 
two previous to the official date, us 
advertised. It is an unmitigated evil from 
every point of view, and Í am glad to see 
that the local authorities in various places 
are doing their utmost to put an end to it, 
and in this respect are receiving the hearty 
support of our members. In this matter I 
would suggest that fixed days are better than 
fixed dates for fairs. 

The Civic Guards have been rendering 
great assistance at fains and railway stations, 
preventing cruelty and abusing of cattle, but 
at some of our large fairs the number of 
Guards available has been insufficient. How- 
ever, I have no doubt that General QO’ Duffy 
will sympathetically consider suggestions 
which 1 am prepared to make that will help 
considerably to reduce the damage that live 
stock receive at fairs and railway stations, 

TRANSIT CHARGES. 

The relatively high cost of freight to Great 
Britain and other transit charges in connec- 
tion with our export trade remain the prin- 
cipal grievance of the trade, which concern the 
farming community and the general public as 
much as ourselves. A conference on this 
matter between the railway and shipping re- 
presentatives and members of this Association 
and others was held last June, and continued 
on 29th November and llth January last. 
The chief advance at that conference has been 
that the pre-war cost of transit has been 
pretty definitely ascertained, so that it can 
be compared with present-day charges. 

It has, for instance, been definitely estab- 
lished that the increase in freight from Dublin 
to Birkenhead is, as compared with the old 
Tedcastle Line,, between 137 and 225 per cent. 
There is no doubt that these figures show 
that an inerease in freights has taken place 
far beyond that justified merely by the 
general rise in, the cost of living, and that it 
imposes a very serious burden on our trade. 
It has now become absolutely necessary to 
take effective action to have these freights re- 
duced considerably. Our demand for this at 
various conierences between representatives of 
the trade and the shipping companies has 
been met by a blank refusal on the part of 
the latter. Your Association, however, will 
not cease to press for such a modification of 
these costs as will enable the industry to he 
continued on an economic basis, having re- 
gard to Our selling values. 

ROAD AND RAILWAY TRANSPORT. 

The shipping companies are in a much 
stronger position than our railway companies, 
as the latter have serious road competition 
to contend with. Nevertheless railway rates 
also on steck will have to be adjusted on a 
more reasonable basis, bearing in mind that 
this class of traffic is the mainstay of the 
railways. The cost of upkeep of the roads 
now reaches alarming proportions in com- 
parison with pre-war figures. Indeed, the 
whole question of road and railway transport 
and their total and comparative costs, not 
only to the consignors of stock. but io the 
eountry, will have to be adjusted to the 
ability of the community to pay. In eon. 
nection with the railway company, I must 
not omit to place on record our high appre- 
ciation of the efforts of the chiefs of the 
company to meet us, especially Mr. Floyd, 
who is most anxious to help us, and always 
does the utmost in his power to render every 
assistance. 

The work We are doing deserves and needs 
all the help that the friends of the trade can 
give it, 
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of finance, which is always necessary in any 
such organisation, but also to provide the 
moral support, without which our influence 
for good will be severety handic . We 
have had a considerable number of new mem- 
bers elected during the year, bat I would 
again urge on all who are interested in the 
trade that it is their duty and to their 
advantage to join an organisation that carries 
on such important and necessary work, 


THE BEST CUSTOMERS. 

We have arrived at a time when our far- 
mers will have to take an active part in 
bringing taxation, general and local, freights 
and all other farming costs into some reason- 
able proportion with the prices they have 
to accept in the open market for what they 
produce, 

This Association desires every friendship 
and co-operation with Great Britain and Nor- 
thern Ireland, who are our best customers— 
I might say, our only customers—for agricul- 
tural produce. We have, unfortunately, some 
elements in our country who want to raise 
barriers against any such friendship. The 

reat nations of the world, who once spent 
their money and used the great intelligence 
of their statesmen in arming and in making 
secret treaties for defence and conquest, are 
now compelled by force of circumstances to 
use all their resources to create trade 
through the cultivation of a spirit of good- 
will, 
by a real co-gperation in the same spirit can 
we hope to keep the home fires burning. . 

In conclusion, the Chairman paid a tribute 
to the work of the Vice-Chairman, Mr. John 
Leonard, and to the Secretary, Mr. John P. 


MacAvin. 
THE ASSOCIATION. 

The Hon. President, Mr. William Field, 
in seconding the report said that it should he 
borne in mind that the Trish Cattle Traders’ 
and Stockowners’ Association was the first, 
and, therefore, the pioneer defensive organisa- 
tion established for the improvement and de- 
fence of the Irish animal industry. It was 
recruited by representative men from all 
parts of Ireland. During foot-and-mouth 
troubles it successfully safeguarded the live 
stock interests, The question oí better, 
cheaper, and speedier transport by sea and 
land resulted in the appointment of a Govern 
ment Committee to inquire into the matier, 
but the carrying corporations did not adopt 
the suggestions. The clearing out of scrub 
bulls, coupled with more careful breeding, has 
wonderfully developed the character of Irish 
live stock. The use of fair-greens, providing 
suitable pens and feeding, etc., have had at- 
tention. It was only simple justice to acknow- 
ledge the willing co-operation of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to aid the animal indus- 
try. i 

Referring to the proposed national abattoir 
near Bristol, Mr. Field said that the Severn 
scheme was very ambitious, but various pro- 
jects of a similar nature had hardly achieved 
success. Butchers and fleshers in Great 
Britain preferred to handle their live stock 
personally. He was in favour of a federation 
of all working societies, without interfering 
with their sectional activities. The national 
executive was 2 move in that direction. 

MUCH iIPROVED LIVE STOCK. 

Senator J. J. Counihan, supporting the 
motion, said that it was apparent to all who 
had been attending provincial fairs and the 
Dublin market, that the standard of their 
live stock in quality and condition had much 
improved during the past few years. 
The splendid display of pedigree 
bulls: at the recent Ballsbridge Show 
must have been a great satisfaction to all in- 
terested in the trade The improvement in 
the shorthorn and dairv shorthorn breeds was 
more visible than in other classes, and it was 
gratifying to see such an improvement in this 
breed which must always remain their founda- 
tion stock. The cattle at their Christmas 
show stood favourable comparison with cattle 
at any other cattle show in the world, but ii 
was a pity that the show could not ‘be held 
at Ballsbridge where it would be of some 
educational value. 

A BLESSING IN DISGUISE. 

Breeding, he ‘continued, was essential to 
produce proper class of stock, but the best 
quality meat could not be produced without 
teeding. he was glad to be able to say. 
however, that farmers were now paying more 
uttention to this matter, especially in the 
winter and summer months. The low price 
of home-grown corn for the past six months 
was a blessing in disguise to the farmer and 
the country, for they row found that the best 
market for their corn was to feed it to their 
stock at home. In short, he hoped thai 
farmers would realise that. the cheaper foods 
were the better it was for them, and that 
they would therefore feed their live stock 
better in the winter and spring, and so have 
more profit. 

The Minister for Agriculture had said tha: 

all their exports must be the best. that thev 
must aim at quality before quantity. But 
how could they have quality in the steck 
exported lor beef with the poor accommoda 
Lion which existed for marketing and 
handling? Over 180,000 head of live stock 
assed annually through the Port of Dublin. 
his was more than half the live stock export 
from the Free State, and it was estimated 
that the loss which occurred through lack 
ef proper facilities was more than £500,000 
per year. he live stock producers and 
traders were doing their part, but providing 
accommodation at the port was not their 
job, and the Government should see that 
the principal industry of the country had 
adequate facilities, especially as the traders 
were prepared to pay a charge to meet 
interest, and sinking fund on the capital sum 
required to erect proper lairage. 


"n ECONOMIC FREIGHTS. 

The Executive of that Association. with 
kindred bodies, was still agitating for a 
reduction in the exorbitant freights on live 
stock. hey had held conferences with re. 
presentatives of the shipping combine without 
any results, and, in his opinion, it was a 
waste of time to continue on those lines to 
obtain redress. The only way to get economic 
lreights was to run a line of ships of their 
owh. A committee had now been set up to 
deal with the question in a practical way. 
Jf they were loyal to themselves, no combine 
or authority could refuse their just demands. 

Senator Joseph O'Connor, Kildare, heartily 
endorsed the Chairman 's statement, because 
he was a firm believer in hearty co-operation 
between Great Britain, the Free State and 
Northern Treland.

Difficulties experienced by Post Office 
servanis in regard to the Irish language 
were i Fe in evidence given before the 
Civil Service Compensation Committee at its 
sitting yesterday at 89 Merrion square, 
Dublin. Judge Davitt presided, and Messrs. 
W. Doolin and A. J. Redmond (Department 
of Finance), and J. Irvine and A. M. EF. 
Kelly {representing the applicants) were 
also present. 

Miss McKinney, telephonist, Dundalk, 
said that she eblonged to ‘‘a very loyalist 
family.” She admitted that she had not 
been asked to do anything thet offended 
her jovalist feelings, but the atmosphere was 
changed. She did not know Irish. 

‘Does that invelve you in any difficul- 
ties?’ she was asked, and she replied: ‘‘ It 
may in the future. If people ask for 
numbers in Irish I won't be able to talk 
to then.” 

Even now, she added, people using the 
telephone sometimes asked for a number in 
Irish. ; 

Mr. Doolin—It is not you who suffers, 
but the subscribers. The  subseribers 
certainly suffer. 

You do not blame the change of Govern- 
ment for that ?—-Well, we are supposed to 
know Irish in the Free State, 

Mr. Doolin—Not necessarily. For new 
entrants a knowledge of Jrish is a condition, 
but transferred officers are not necessarily 
required to know Irish. Of course, it is 
an advantage to have it. 

CIRCULAR ABOUT IRISH. 

In reply to further questions, the witn¥ss 
said that there might be one call in Irish 
in three months. The postmaster had shown 
her a circular about Irish, and told her that 
if she did not know Irish a junior who did 
might be placed over her. 

In reply to Mr. Kelly, Mr. da Brett, 
Department of Posts and Telegraphs, said 
that he was not aware of auy such circular 
as that mentioned by Miss McKinney. A 
junior could not be promoted over her head. 
She was a supervisor, and would retain that 
position, Induceménts were held out to the 
staff to study Irish, but that did not say 
that there was any barrier to promotion 
against those who did not know Irish. 

Mr. Irvine—It happens to be within my 
knowledge that such a circular was issued. 

Mr. Doolin—By whom ? 

Mr. Irvine—By the Ministry of Finance, 
I think. (Laughter.) 

POSTMAN’S DIFFICULTY. 

W,. Barry, postman, Cork, said that he 
felt. insceure because he did not know Irish. 

The Chairman—What is your difficulty ?—I 
must be able to read the letters in Irish before 
I can deliver them. 

Are not the letters already translated?—i 
have to get them translated by the inspector 
or somebody and keep the addresses in my 
mind, The inspector translates the addresses 
but does not write them. 

The Chairman—Any letters I ever get ia 
Irish always have the addresses translated 
and written on the envelope. 

Mr. Kelly asked whether it would get over 
the difficulty for the fuiure if the translation 
was written on the envelopes. 

The applicant said that it would, but he 
did not feel secure. He could never learn 
Irish. He tried, and failed, 

John James Large, post office assistant, 
Midleton, said that his father was an English- 
man, and he had pro-British feelings. He 
intended going to the Colonies. He had no 
knowledge of the Irish language. 


MR. LEMASS’S SPEECH, 

P. McLoughlin, postman, Moate, coim: 
plained that he had not yet been paid for 
overtime done last Christmas. 

The Chairman—Do you know that wher 
this Board has finished its work there will he 
about 13,000 transferred officers who decided 
not to go out?

GIFTS FROM IRELAND. 

The sdoption of ihe report, and the 1 
election of the comnittlee Was proposed DV 
the Rev. EK. B. Sharpe, Hon Supermtenden 
of the Leper Home and Hospital at Puralia 
India, who has received the Kaisir-i-Hind 
Medal in recognition of his work on behalf 
of the lepers. He gave a brief account of bis 
work at Poralia, saying how greatly it had 
been helped forward by gifts from Ireland, in 
particular from Mrs. Somerville, whose 
parcels from the Medical Missiqnary Workers’ 
Depot were so welcome. Since his arrival «' 
Puralia in 1921 he had noted a creat change 
in the general attitude towards the disease: 
at that time it was difficult to get any healthy 
person to touch the lepers, At present, in 
one department of the leper colony, Miss 
Thornton and her staff of ten leper men aml 
women helpers dress the wounds of visiting 
patients, amounting to 48,000 in the year. 
Last year 14 people in the colony were 
absolutely cured of leprosy, the previous year 
30, and in the last seven years 1350 altogether. 

Among visitors who came to see over Mr. 
Sharpe's Leper Hospital was Gandhi, who 
showed the greatest interest in what was 
being done, and afterwards wrote an article 
in his paper Young /adia, thanking the 
workers for what they were doing for his 
fellow-countrymen,

Sharpe said he would like to appeal specially 
to ireland for money. £200 is old for 
a nursery for the very tiny children who 
are brought in; at present their only accom. 
modation is one room, vighteen feet square.

When the hearing of the case against the 
Dublin Union Commissioners was resumed in 
the High Court yesterday, counsel for the 
vlaintifts, two men and two women, who are 
alleged to be infirm and destitute, sought. to 
summarise scientific figures which had been 
given in evidence by Professor Biggur, 
Trinity College, and, this having been allowed 
after argument, submitted that these figures 
were double the amounts received in outdeor 
relief by the applicants from the Commtis- 
sioners. 

The case for the defeyce, which was opened 
yesterday, is that the action was muiscon- 
ceived. The governing authority, counsel 
said, was the Local Government Department, 
and the plaintiffs could complain to the 
Government. 

Mr. Justice Meredith commented that a big 
issue had been raised. 

The plaintiffs allege that the amounts which 

they have received in relief were inadequate 
for their maintenance, and seek a declaration 
that they are entitled to “due relief.” 
Arrears also are claimed. 
Mr. Jellett, K.C., Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., 
Mr. Wilham Black and Mr. Geraghty  (1in- 
structed by Mr. T. P. Robinson) appeared 
for the plaintiffs; and Mr. Rice, K.C., Mr. 
Henry, K.C., Mr: Lavery, K.C., and Mr. M. 
J. Molloy (instructed by Messrs. Roger 
Greene and Sons) for the defendants. 

At the outset Mr. Justice Meredith ex- 
pressed sympathy with one of the women 
plaintiffs, whose husband, it was stated, had 
died: since the last hearing. The case had 
been adjourned since Friday last because of 
the woman’s absence. 

“ THEORETICALLY DEAD.” 

Mr: Duffy said that he proposed to sum- 
marise the scientific figures given by Professor 
Biggar. 

Mr. Rice maintained that the figures were 
wholly irrelevant.

THE POULTRY.KEEPER'S GARDEN
